LONDON, April 4—A_ possible

The movie has brought to life again for a 
new generation the quaint homespun charac- 
ters of Dickens’ “David Copperfield,” just as 
they mad Miss Alcott’s “Little Women” live 
again for the grandchildren of those for whom 
she wrote. 

It isn't nece$sary here to dilate on the charm 
and perfection of “David Copperfield” and to 
urge all who possibly can to see it while op- 
portunity offers, The Capitol will house capa- 
city crowds for the remainder of the week.

Water-divining is one of the mysteries that 
I'd like to know more about. A week or two 
ago I met Donald F. Belknap, of Lacombe, who 
has located hundreds of wells in Alberta and 
British Columbia by the use of a divining rod 
—without a single miss, he says. 

Since December, 1928, he has located and 
dug 94 water wells—four of them in the town 
of Lacombe. Water has been found at depths 
of from 30 to 75 feet. , 

Mr. Belknap drew me a diagram of a hazel 
or willow divining rod. He takes a willow in 
sap, of about an inch in diameter, and cuts it 
at a distance of three or four feet past the fork 
of its lower branch. He doesn’t trouble to cut 
the small bra: s and shoots off, but with 
both ends of the fork in his hand gets the 
attraction of the water. :

Pork Wholesome 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Most people think that beef is the most 
popular of all meats, but statistics show that 
we actually eat more pork than beef. In 1928 
the average person ate 73.9 pounds of pork and 
only 51.7 pounds of beef or an average of 22.2 
pounds more pork per capita than beef. 

Part of the popularity of 
pork depends on its great 
amount of fat which makes 
it a fuel that appeals to 
those in cold climates or with 
heavy work to do. 

Anyone who likes pork 
should read Charles Lamb's 
famous essay on “Disserta- 
tion on Roast Pig,” in which 
he suggested that the first 
roast pig was an accident, 
caused by a house burning 
down around the pig’s ears. The owner of the 
house, in dragging out the pig, got some of the 
grease on his fingers and was burned, where- 
upon, putting his fingers into his mouth to re- 
lieve the burn, he enjoyed a new flavor. For 
some time thereafter it was the custom to burn 
down a house in order to enjoy roast pig. 

The idea that pork was poisonous seems to 
have grown up from religious taboos which the 
Hebrews, Egyptians and Arabians have against 
eating pork. However, pork meat is not 
poisonous, but makes a good protein food for 
those with strong digestion. There is an ex- 
cess of fat in pork which causes the particles 
of protein to be coated with fat, and the diges- 
tive juices have a hard time to attack the 
meat, itself. For this reason, people with 
digestive troubles do not handle pork as well, 
but the person with a good digestion will find 
that pork is not harmful and makes a wel- 
come change from beef or other proteins, 

Pork meat should be thoroughly cooked to 
avoid the danger of the disease called trich- 
inosis. Practically all cases of this disease can 
be traced to the eating of raw sausage or im- 
properly cooked pork. In this disease, certain 
arasites from the pig are eaten by the human. 
The eggs develop in the intestines and finally 
reach the muscles, where they may be found. 
By cooking all pork thoroughly the danger of 
such infection is avoided. Do not serve roast 
pork rare, since this would indicate that the 
interior of the pork has not been heated enough 
to kill uff any of the parasites that might exist. 
You can absolutely protect your family from 
all danger if you cook every piece of pork that 
comes into the kitchen until it is well done. 
The heat used in broiling slices of ham and 
bacon will render them perfectly safe. 

A combination of applesauce and pork is 
good if non-starchy food is taken at the same 
time. The best way to serve pork is to roast 
it in a hot oven, allowing twenty-five minutes 
for each pound of meat, basting as required. 
In boiling ham, first soak it well for one hour, 
Place in cold water, boil moderately, allowing 
twenty minutes for each pound, adding more 
water to the pot as necessary. When done, 
take off as much fat as possible and put in the 
oven to brown, When using eggs, it is all right 
to use a small amount of ham or bacon. 

Ham is a little more easily digested than 
bacon. For those who are rebuilding their 
digestive powers, it is best to avoid pork and 
ham until the digestion is sufficiently strong to 
handle them successfully. Others will find 
that pork and bacon make welcome additions 
to other food and are quite wholesome, es- 
pecially if combined with the non-starchy 
green vegetables.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1895, forty 
years ago, there began at Ottawa 
a conference between represent- 
atives of the Dominion govern- 
ment and of the colony of New- 
foundland with a view to seeing 
if the ancient colony could not be 
persuaded to at last join Can- 
ada. 

Newfoundland had, of course, 
been represented at the first 
confederation conference at Que- 
bec in 1864, but did not consider 
the terms favorable enough. In 
June, 1869, the Council and As- 
sembly of Newfoundland set 
forth terms upon which the col- 
ony would join the Dominion, 
and delegates were sent to Ot- 
tawa, but after some talk it was 
found impossible to reach an 
agreement and. in the words of 
an histarian cf the time, “nothing

resulted except a trip up the Ot- 
tawa river to Chats Falls.” 

In 1892 a conference was held 
at Halifax but though Sir John 
Thompson made a generous offer 
Newfoundland would have none 
of it.

nice time at the Rideau Club, and 
wound up with a banquet given 
by the Government of Canada 
and the citizens of Ottawa, but
